Hope lor Balanced 
Federal Budget in 
Fiscal Year Fades 


Paris, July 12— (AP)— A new 


American plan designed to restore 
economic order in Germany topped 
the agenda of the foreign minist- 
ers council today as the conferees 
speeded up their timetable in the 
hope of adjourning Saturday. 


Two meetings were scheduled 


for today—one at noon and one 
during the late afternoon. 


The American 
proposal, pre- 


sented yesterday by Secretary of 
State James F. Byrnes, called for 
the establishment of a central ad- 
ministration in Germany, super- 
seding what Byrnes described as 
the present "air tight compart- 
ments" of the four occupation 
zones. 


Will Seek Merger 


Byrnes said that if the Ameri- 


can proopsal were turned down, 
his government was willing as a 
last resort to make an economic 
merger of its occupation zone with 
that of any member or members 
of the big four. 


Yesterday's meeting ended with- 


out discussion of the Byrnes plan, 
but the miinsters are scheduled 
to consider it today, and may 
also tackle the Austrian ques- 
tion. 


Meanwhile, the miinsters form- 


ally scheduled another meeting-— 
probably in November—to con- 
tinue the* study of Germany. 


Byrnes' proposal was made 24 


hours after Soviet Foreign Minist- 
er V. M. Molotov had called for a 
unified 
and self-sufficient Ger- 


many, with a government which 
ultimately would be able to sign a 
peace treaty with the allies. 


Favor German Revival 


Like Molotov, Byrnes said that 


he favored a revival of Germany's 
peaceful industries. The American 
added, however, that this revival 
should not receive "priority over 
the economic revival of countries 
Germany has devastated." 


Byrnes said the allies should ex- 


plain to the German people imme- 
diately the essential terms of the 
peace settlement which they will 
be expected to accept and observe. 
Allied controls and small securi- 
ty forces must be maintained in 
Germany for a long time, he add-

The Old Testament is a Dook ot 


warning as well as of inspiration. 
It lifts us to great heights through 
its poets, saints, and prophets, and 
it inspires us through its stories 01 
heroic leaders but it gives solemn 
warning of what 
happens when 


God is forgotten 
and people neg- 


lect their soul's welfare. 


The words in Deuteronomy 8:11- 


14 warn the people of Israel when 
days of prosperity come not to for- 
get the past in which God guided 
them through the wilderness, not 
to forget the covenant with God 
and not to forget their dependence 
upon God "For it is He that giveth 
thee power to get wealth." 


Israel did forget, and the nation 


built up to the glory of Solomon, 
went down in ruin and exile. It is 
the story repeated again and again 
in history, of nations drunk with 
material 
prosperity 
neglecting 


matters of justice and mercy, sell- 
ing the righteous 
for a 
pair of 


shoes, and bringing 
upon them- 


selves the inevitablie judgment of 
God and of God's laws. 


It is what has been happening 


in our own time, and those ancient 
words are full of warning for us, 
even in the seeming safety of our 
Western 
world. It can happen 
here. 


And in spite of all the faith and 


goodness in which we rejoice, the 
things that made for destruction 
in other nations—divsion and sec- 
tional strife, selfishness, debase- 
ment of homelife. sexual looseness 
and immorality, false standards of 
success, etc.—are so rife among 
us that we might well pause and 


consider what is before us. 


We are prone to forget that a 
diseased part may destroy an oth- 
erwise healthy 
body, 
prone 
to 


trust more in all that is good than 
to see the need.of suppressing and 
overcoming evil. 


How can we overcome evil"! One 
way is in seeking to restore, inso- 
far as we have lost it, the spirit 
and practice of worship. Church- 
going in itself cannot save a na- 
tion, but we would be a great deal 
nearer national salvation if all of 
our people were found on the Sab- 
bath in places of worship. Even 
that formal habit would mean a 
seeking of something higher and 
better.

! Last of Nazi POWs 


to Be Taken Back 
to Homeland Soon 


W.-shington. July,, 11—(API- 


More than 14 months after V-E 
[ 


Day, arrangements have been com- j 
nleted to send back to Germany i 
the last of more than 370.000 pris- \ 
oners of war brought to this coun- , 
try. 


The final 
group, aside 
from 


fewer than 300 sick or classed as 
incorrigibles, is scheduled to sail 
July 22 from New York, war de- 
partment officials said. 


All are Germans. 
The last of 


the Japanese and Italian POWs 
were returned to their homelands 
early this year. 


Prospects for the immediate re- 


lease of this last batch of prison- 
ers once they hit Germany again 
are uncertain. 


Under 
an 
arrangement 
with 


Great Britain, 175,000 of the final 
group held in the United States 
were to be turned over to British 
custody. 
However, about half of 


these already have gone to the 
United Kingdom and the others 
have been sent to the British oc- 
cupied zone of Germany, where 
selected war prisoners work in the 
Ruhr coal mines and on other 
jobs. 


Aid Army Manpower 


The United States rapidly is 


freeing the remainder of its war 
prisoners, 
aside 
from 
those 


charged with war Crimes. A total 
of 141,000 still in American cus- 
tody in Germany will be reduced 
to about 3,000 sick and incorrigi- 
bles by the end of this year, un- 
der plans reported to congress. 


In the 
meantime they have 


helped 
relieve, the Army's 
man- 


power problem in Europe—while 
drawing the 80 cents a day mini- 
mum pay fixed by the Geneva con- 
vention. Some 4,000 currently are 
used by the graves registration 
service in caring for the graves 
of American war dead. 


During the peak period before 


the nazi collapse more than 315,- 
000 German war prisoners 
were 


scattered among special camps in 
every section 
of 
this 
country, 


along with some 50,000 Italians' 
and fewer than 5,000 Japanese. 
The first to arrive in crowded 
shiploads came 
after 
Rommel's 


Africa Korps was crushed in 1943.

tries mentioned, but the United 
States did not use many either in 
Finland 
(with whom we were 


never at war), and not many more 
in the Balkans, although the Rus-

Springfield, 111., July 12—(AP) 


—Property taxes collectable this 
year to support county govern- 
ments decreased in 53 downstate 
counties and increased in the oth- 
er 48, the Taxpayers' Federation 
of Illinois said today. 


Downstate taxes for county pur- 


poses amounted to $15,296,724, a 
jump of $602,123 over a year ago, 
a federation survey showed. 


The statewide total of county 


taxes levied in 1945 and payable 
this 'ye&r was up $3,615,208 to 
$39,241,8$8. This included Cook 
county's total of $23,945,084, a 
gain of $4,013,085. 


Boosts Explained 


In 1945 there was a net reduc- 


tion downstate of $441,548. with 
69 counties showing decreases and 
32 increases. 


Property taxes for county pur- 


poses represent about nine per 
cent of the total levied by more 
than 15,000 Illinois taxing units. 


This year's net increase of $602,- 


123 downstate was accounted for 
chiefly by new or higher taxes for 
municipal retirement funds, pub- 
lic health, bonds and interest, and 


highways, the federation laid. 


In addition there waa a boo»t 


caused by Champaign and Sanga- 
mon counties extending: their fis- 
cal years from September to De- 
cember.
